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LINDBERGH STOPS 
TO CONGRATULATE 
ENDURANCE FLYERS 

With Wife, Pays 40-Minute 


Visit to Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Lindbergh, paid 
a 40-minute visit to Lam bert-St. 
Louis Flying Field today to con- 
gratulate ghe endurance flyers. 
On his way from Santa Fe, N. M., 
to New York, he landed inconspic- 
uously at 10:25 a. m. and taxied 
to the Curtiss-Robertson hangars, 
where officials ran out to greet 
him. 

“We just dropped in to congrat- 
ulate the flyers,” he said. leaning 
out of the front cockpit of his 
2-seater. “It’s a wonderfu!] thing 
they’re doing and I’m glad we got 
here while they are still up. |] 
just heard about them last week.” 

At the request of Maj. William 
B. Robertson, his former em- 
ployer on the air mail. Lindbergh 
flew aloft to hear the Robin’s mo- 
tor. At an altitude of about 4200 
feet he flew alongside the Robin 
for five minutes, rocked the wings 
of his plane in salute to Jackson 
and O’Brine, shut off his motor for 
a 1500-foot dive to hear the Rob- 
in’s motor, and coasted to another 
landing. “Sounded fine,” was his 
report. 

Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh met the 
flyers’ wives and Jackson's mother. 

Mrs. Lindbergh, swathed in a 
flying coat. smiled in the rear 
cockpit while her husband chatted 
jovially. The word, “Lindbergh is 
here:’’ was slow to reach the crowd 
and it was remarked that he re- 
ceived less attention than on any 
of his previous visits here. He 
seemed to like that.

Watts spent Saturday evening 
at Hotel Chase roof garden with a 
party of friends which included 
George Scott, David Calhoun, Asa 
Wallace and Henry Potter. Leav- 
ing there about 1 o’clock they weat 
to the Scott home intending to pre- 
pare food for themselves. 

They were unable to arouse a 
servant left in charge during the 
absence of the family on vacation, 
and Watts started up the down- 
spout. As he neared the open win- 
dow, the spout broke, and he fell, 
a second floor window ledge 
breaking his fali. 

Mra. Watts, who was spending 
a vacation at Wequetonsing, Mich., 
returned home yesterday and 
learned of the death in an airplane 
accident of George Lea Lambert, 
a close friend of her husband.

UP 417 HOURS, 170 
PAST OLD RECORD 


Jackson and O’Brine Earlier 
Had Dropped Note Say- 
ing They Were ‘‘Shoot- 
ing at 500 Hours.” 


The spectacular flight of more 
than 17 days of the St. Louis Robin 
will end tonight, if Pilots Dale 
Jackson and Forest O’Brine carry 
out their announced intention of 


landing when their present supply 
of gasoline is exhausted. 

In this event the landing hour 
will be not later than 10 p. m., ac- 
cording to estimates of Curtiss- 
Robertson officials at Lambert 
Field. 

The pilots who have gained 
world renown are not coming down 
of their own volition, but on or- 
ders from Maj. William B. Rob- 
ertson, manufacturer of the &t, 
Louls Robin and sponsor of the 
flight. 

In response to an early morning 
note from Maj. Robertson, suggest- 
ing they consider first their own 
safety, inasmuch as the purpose of 
the flight had been accomplished, 
Jackson and O’Brine wrote that 
they were shooting at the 600-hour 
mark and saw no reason to quit 
now, They reported their motor 
still running good, and the ship 
and themselves “‘O K.” 

Answered Six Hours Later. 

However, at 8:45 a. m. Maj. 
Robertson had called reporters at 
the field aside, and pointing to the 
refueling plane, which was about 
to take off, said: 

“There goes the note to call them 
down today.” 

For six hours, apparently, Jacke 
son and O’Brine considered the sit. 


5000 feet at a speed of 60 miles an 
hour. 

Shortly before 3 p. m. the en- 
durance monoplane began circling 
lower and lower in graceful maneu- 
vers, finally swooping down to 
within 60 feet of the ground, to 
the cheers of more than 6000 spec- 
tators who sensed that a landing 
was imminent. 

However they dropped a cylinder 
containing a message, and contin- 
ved circling at low altitude untit 
the yellow flag of the ground crew 
signaled the receipt of the note. 

To Land When Fuel Is Gone. 

Then they climbed upward toe 
their customary altitude. and re- 
sumed their wide circuit of the 
field. When Maj. Robertson ar-~ 
rived from his nearby office the 
note was opened, and the an- 
nouncement made that in effect 
the flyers had written that they 
would come down when their gaso- 
line ran out. The text of the note 
was not made public, it being stat~- 
ed that the other parts were a con-~ 
fidential report to the company on 
the condition of the motor and 
plane. 

Flight officials at once informed 
the press that 10 p. m. was the Iat- 
eset hour the flyers would remain 
aloft. and numerous pilots exe 
preased the opinion that the Robin 
would be down before that, 

“Oh. ite a shame.” was Mra. 
Sally Jackson's first reaction to the 
afternoon development. Later the 
pllot’s wife added: “Of course. Tm 
gied in a way they are coming 
down. But at the same time I wish 
they could stay up 660 hours.”

'was filed in Clayton today in be- 
i half of John E. Holman of Chi- 
cago, against his son, John KE. Hol- 
i'man Jr., president of the concern. | 

The elder Holman asks the Court 
for an injunction to prevent his 
son from disposing of or transfer- 
ring any of the stock in the com- 
pany; requests that a receiver be! 
appointed to take over the com- 
pany’s affairs until his son has 
made an accounting, and charges 
that certain shares of stock legally 
his have been withheld, and that 
the sale of the company stock to 


John E. Holman Jr. in 1923 was an 
illegal proceeding in which $55,500 


worth of Liberty bonds belonging 
to the company were used to buy 


the company “from itself.” 

The plaintiff also names as de- 
fendant the Mississippi Valley-Mer- 
chants-State Trust Co., trustee of 
the estate of John B. Holman, who 
died in 1923. leaving property in- 
ventoried at $55,000. 

Holman left his estate to his wife 
in trust. After her death, by the 


will. one-half the estate was to g0) 
| to the plaintiff, and the other half 


was to be held in trust for the 
Plaintiff's son—one-half the son's 
share being paid to him at the age 
of 30 and the other half when he 
reached the age of 35. The younger 
Holman is now 29 years old, ac- 
cording to his father. 

John E. Holman, named admin- 
istrator of the estate at his moth- 
er's death in 1928, charges the 
trustees made a false inventory of 
his father’s estate, and failed to 
report at least $70,000 in Liberty 
Bonds. Part of this money, he al- 
leges, was later used by buy 611% 
shares of the company for his son.

SECOND PILOT IN MINNEAPOLIS

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 30.

MURDER CHARGED 


IN BOAT CRASH 
THAT KILLED NINE 


Three Operators of Zipper 


That Sunk the Miss Thril- 
ler at Arnolds Park, Ia., 
Accused. 


By the Associated Press 


ARNOLDS PARK, Ia., July 39. 


—Warrants charging second de- 
gre murder were issued at Spirit 
Lake today by County Attorney P. 
B. Welty against John Hartman, 
operator of the Eagle Boat Co., his 
son, Milo, and Earl Yarnes, pilot 
of the Zipper speed boat, which 
collided Sunday night with the 
Miss Thriller, causing a loss of nine 
lives. 


All three were involved in the 


operation of the Zipper. They were 
released on bonds of $5000 each. 


Rivalry is said to have existed 


between the Eagle Boat Co. and 
operators of the Miss Thriller. Both 
boat lines have been stopped from 
further operation pending an in- 
vestigation. 


Welty said the charges of seéc- 


ond-degree murder were based on 
evidence of criminal negligence. 
“The Hartmans,” he said, “have 
threatened to ‘get’ the Miss Thriller 
and the collision between the two 
boats happened when the Thriller 
was loaded with passengers.” 


Yarnes, the pilot at the time of 


the crash, was in charge of the 
Zipper for the first time Sunday, , 
Welty said. 


The bodies of the nine drowned 


when the speedboats Thriller and 
Zipper collided on Lake Okoboji 
off here were recovered last night. 
Three other persons are missing.

With the new Police 
Headquarters Building at Twelfth 
street and Clark avenue completed 
and occupied, the board is pre- 
pared to improve the various dis- 
trict stations, many of which are 
old and dilapidated. 

The Angelica Street District— 
which police refer to as “the 
woods” to distinguish it from the | 
Carondelet District, known as “the | 
| Sticks’’—is at the north end of 
town, bounded by the north, east 
and west city limits. It has a pop. 
ulation in excess of 70,000 and 
comprises the rapidly growing 
northwestern industrial and resi- 
dential district as well as older 
sections nearer the Mississippi 
River.

NEW YORK PRISON 
QUTBREAKS LAID 
TO.BAUMES LAWS 


Sing Sing Warden Says 
Overcrowding of Build- 
ings Has -Created ‘‘Psy- 
chology of Desperation.” 


“SEVERE SENTENCES 
CAUSING UNREST” 


‘‘Reduction in Time Off 
Also Responsible for Dis- 
content; Motive for Good 
Conduct Removed.”

OSSINING, N. Y., July 30.—The 
Baumes laws, with their severe ~en- 
tences, and changes in prison ad- 
ministration, are behind the recent 
outbreaks in New York prisons, ac- 
cording to Warden Lewis E. Lawes 
of Sing Sing and John H. Kennedy, 
former vice chairman of the “‘ate 
Prison Commission. | 

Both agree that the ‘‘psychology 
of desperation” spoken of by Dr. 
Raymond F. C. Kieb, commission- 
er of correction, has inspired lead- 
ers of the prisoners who, woiking 
on the “abnormal sensibilities of a 
lot . of phychopathic prisoners, 
have led them to violence.” 

“T think,” Lawes said, “that the 
increased © sentences under the 
Baumes laws and the reduction of 
time off for good behavior, have 
caused a feeling of hopelessness 
that has upset the balance of the 
prisoners. 

“Prisoners are resentful. They 
lose hope and have the feeling that, 
with the incentive for behaving 
themselves taken away, there is no 
motive for behaving. They are like 
anybody else and they are swayed 
by mob psychology. One or two 


men start something and the rést |’ 


follow. 
Knew of Other Outbreaks. 

“There is a mistaken idea that 
the men here are not allowed to 
read the newspapers, and thct in- 
formation is secured through a 

‘grapevine’ system of whispering. 
This is not so, of course. All the 
men here are allowed to see news- 

papers and were fully aware of the 
outbreak at Dannemora and the af/ 
fair at Auburn. 

“We treat prisoners here as men 
while they behave as men and I 
shall make no rules Of changes. 
There are few desperate prisoners 
here, but we have our eyes on 
them. I think we won't have any 
trouble.” 

Lawes denied that an armored 
boat for patrol duty in the Hudson 
in front of the prison was contem- 
plated. 

“We did ask for a boat last year,” 
he said, “but it was denied us.” 

‘Kennedy was equally certain in 
his mind that the Baumes laws, 
with their severe sentences, were 
behind the prison riots. 

“The Baumes laws,” he said, “de- 
stroy the incentive for good be- 
havior. You take a man in for a 
long time, perhaps what is for him 
a lifetime, he has everything to 
gain, nothing or very little to lose 


freedom, 
“He gets a few cronies with him

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CROWDED PRISONS. 

Two spectacular prison riots have occurred within 
less than a week in New York State. Three convicts , 
were killed at Dannemora, when they made a break 
for freedom, and guards at Auburn fatally wounded 
two in a similar mass attempt. In both instances, it 
is the opinion of prison authorities that overcrowded 
conditions were at the bottom of the trouble. Danne- 

mora, with facilities for 1160 men, had 1500 inmates. 
At Auburn, 1772 prisoners were crowded tnto 1200 
cells. 

Handling prisoners in such close quarters natur- 
ally is much more difficult than if adequate space 
were available. These men, many of them desperate | 
and hardened, acquire more grievances when thrown

Two visits of Lord’s Day Alliance members to White House asking President to close 
up Washington for one day a week indicates reward the preachers want for 
entering partisan politics; how Jefferson and Lincoln might have answered; clearly 
a religious matter in which Government has no right to interfere.

HE preachers recently gave a rather 
Tau newspaper Washington a chance to 

write a front page story. A group of 
Ministers. ied by the fighting politicai 
Bishop Cannon, went to see the President 
as representatives of an association called 
the Lord’s Day Alliance. The clergymen 
asked his support to compel those who 
dwell tn the capital of the nation to ob- 
serve the day, known as Sunday on the 
calenda:, in the manner which the Lord's 
Day Alliance wished it observed. 

The burden of their argument was that 
the capital should give a “good example” 
to the nation in “Sabbath observance.” That 
is, that the movies should shut up as well 
as other forms of what is called by the Al- 
liancers “woridly amusemert.” The Presi- 
dent heard the spokesmen, who had sup- 
ported him in the mnmational election, but 
gave no visible sign as to what his position 
would be regarding their requests. 

But the preachers were not to be denied, 
and the next day representatives of the Al- 
liancers appeared at the White House again, 
asking Hoover's secretary if the President 
was reacy to give them a written answer. 
They were told that Hoover would make 
no statement at this time but might at 
some future date. 

This tncident did rot surprise the corre- 
sponidents. They have been waiting some 
time for the preachers to demand their re- 
ward for having entered the game of par- 
tisan politics. They did not expect. how- 
ever. that it would take just this kind of 
siant. If there were a man of the type of 
Jeffersoa or Lincoln the White House. 
there is mot much doubt that the answer 
would have been given at once and not put 
off.to some future day—giving the Presi- 
dent a chance to consult not his legal but 
his political advisers. Of course, his legal 
advisers must tell him that the tenets of no 
particular religious belief can be taken into 
consideration in the government of the city 
of Washington. With his political advisers 
it is quite a different matter. 

Tf Jefferson had been approached with
